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THE  BARLING  PIPE 


Throughout  ihe  world  millions  of  pipes  are  being  smoked  each  day  and  by  Tar  the  greater  proportion  of  these  are 
fashioned  from  the  root  of  the  Common  Tree  Heath,  tile  Erica  Arhorca^  or,  as  it  is  more  generally  known,  the  Bruyere. 
This  grows  extensively  throughout  Europe,  but  the  best  root  is  found  only  in  the  Mediterranean  countries 
where  a  combination  of  a  very  hot  and  a  very  dry  climate  combine  to  ensure  extremely  slow  and  even  growth.  The 
root  is  usually  considered  to  be  at  its  best  when  it  is  between  SO  and  150  years  old,  and  during  these  ages  it  is  most 
sought  after  fur  Lhc  production  of  lop  quality  pipes. 

During  our  150  years  in  the  Pipe  Manufacturing  Trade  we  have  built  up  an  unrivalled  fund  of  experience  of  the 
characteristics  required  of  the  Bruyere  Root  Lt>  enable  it  to  he  marie  into  the  high  quality  product  that  has  always  been 
associated  with  the  name  of  BARLING. 

After  a  lengthy  drying  and  seasoning  process  Lhc  Bruyere  Root  is  taken  into  production,  and,  at  every  stage, 
painstaking  inspection  takes  place  so  as  to  ensure  that  the  finished  product  shall  give  satisfaction  to  the  Craftsman 
and  delight  to  the  Smoker.  During  the  selection  process  all  Pipe  Bowls  arc  sorted  into  the  finishes  which  are 
referred  to  throughout  this  Catalogue,  namely,  the  standard,  sandhi  as i  ,  guinea  grain  and  ve  olde  wood  special, 
I  wo  other  selections  are  made  to  extract  the  straight  grains  and  the  presentation  straight  grains.

STANDARD 

Examples  of  the  Standard  Pipes  are  shown  in  Pipe  Numbers  4,  7,  1  lt  12  and  1 7  in  Lhc  colour  illustration.  These 
are  noted  for  their  superbly  smooth  finish  and  excellent  smoking  properties,  and,  as  such,  have  long  been  the 
favourite  of  every  class  of  smoker. 

SANDBLAST 

Many  smokers  prefer  a  pipe  in  which  the  natural  grain  or  the  wood  has  been  exposed  :  this  being  done  by  means 
of  a  carefully  balanced  Sand  Blasting  process*  it  also  has  the  further  merits  of  producing  a  much  lighter  pipe* 
and*  at  the  same  time,  exposing  a  greater  area  of  wood  to  the  air,  which  has  a  considerable  cooling  effect.  This 
special  process  docs,  indeed,  bring  out  the  hidden  beauty  of  Lhc  wood  ami  examples  arc  shown  in  Pipe  Numbers 
L  6t  13  and  16  in  the  colour  illustration. 

GUINEA  CRAIN 

Pipe  Numbers  R*  14  and  IS  in  the  colour  illustration  show  examples  of  the  carefully  selected  woods  which  are 
chosen  for  Guinea  Grains.  A  unique  polishing  system  adds  further  to  their  natural  elegance, 

YE  OLDE  WOOD  SPECIAL 

Reference  to  Pipe  Numbers  2,  5  and  9  in  the  colour  illustration  shows  pipes  of  a  much  lighter  colour*  This 
is  due  to  the  craftsman  allowing  the  natural  finish  of  the  wood  to  emerge  through  a  special  polishing  process, 
thus  bringing  out  the  full  beauty  of  the  grain  which  is  further  enhanced  by  Lhc  ad  tint  smoking  of  the  pipe. 

STRAIGHT  GRAIN 

As  already  mentioned*  Straight  Grain  Pipes  are  rarities,  and*  as  such,  are  much  sought  after  by  connoisseurs. 
Great  care  is  lavished  on  every  straight  grain  as  these  unusnal  pipes  have,  in  addition  to  their  most  attractive 
appearance,  a  smoking  quality  that  brings  out  to  lhc  full  the  subtle  flavours  and  enjoyment  of  good  tobaccos.
